NEW YORK—(NEA)—Hank Bauer, the manager of the 


world champion Baltimore Orioles, has discovered a dirty 
word. 


He can even pronounce it: "Complacency." 
"I think that's my biggest job this year," he said, "fighting 


it." 


Hank became aware of the nasty old expression in his trav- 


els around the winter circuit of baseball banquets, which can 
be a disquieting experience in itself. Hank was caught in his 
16th straight day of eating medium rare roast beef, at his 
18th function, and sighed wistfully, "Only five more. I'm 
thankful they're about over." 


Which meant he could go back to Kansas City, where home 


is, and then on to Florida in mid-February for what he does 
best—think, drink and eat baseball. 


As manager of the Orioles, champs of the American League 


and winner over the Los Angeles Dodgers in four straight 
games of the World Series, Hank is resident genius of the 
game, an anomalous position for a guy who looks like a tough 
old Marine (which he was) and used to work winters as a 
plumber. 


"The question they all ask me," noted Hank of his public 


appearances, "is, 'Will you do it again next season?' 


"I answer them, I think we will have a better ball club next 


year. We should have. I used five rookies last year. I think 
they're going to be better ballplayers now." 


The rookies were pitchers Eddie Watt and Gene Brabender, 


catcher Andy Etchebarren, second baseman Dave Johnson 
and outfielder Paul Blair, the last-named technically not a 
first-year man. 


"We'll have three rookies this year who could help us," con- 


tinued Hank. "Mark Belanger, a heauva shortstop, can spell 
(Luis) Aparicio and also move over to third if Brooks Robin- 
son needs a rest. Mike Epstein's got to play the outfield be- 
cause Boog Powell's set at first base. A young pitcher named 
Tommy Phoebus pitched a couple of shutouts for us late last 
year." 


And then he went on to the crux of the Orioles. 
"Frank (Robinson) and Brooks and Boog—I don't say a fel- 


low like Frank can have a better year, He might. (Note: Frank 
Robinson, the most valuable player in the American League, 
has exceeded even Bauer as a winter banquet attraction, and 
their paths crossed seven times in the last month.) But I think 
Boog Powell can. 


"Aparicio had a great year. Whether he can repeat like he 


did before (at the age of 33) . . ." 


Bauer's voice trailed off, and he shrugged. But quickly the 


gruff skipper picked up the ball again. 


"With the Etchebarrens, the Davey Johnsons, we think we 


got a real good young club. You know that dirty old word they 
use in baseball, complacency. Well, I don't think we're going 
to have that much trouble because all the fellows got a taste 
of the money. They went to the bank the latter part of No- 
vember with a nice check. They're getting some nice resid- 
uals from endorsements and banquets. 1 think they got a 
smell of it, and I think they like it " 


Hank likes it, too. He even lent his rugged visage, which 


looks like a rutted country road, to a television hair spray 
commercial that has all his old buddies smirking. 


He winked, "1 tell 'em, 'That's O.K. 1 count residuals all 


the way to the bank ' They got me because they wanted some- 
body mean-looking, the kind you wouldn't expect to use that 
stuff. I used it once. I know some other guys still using it." 


Not even when he was a vital member of the celebrated 


New York Yankees did the old Marine bask in such attention, 
and he candidly admits he likes it. 


"I participated in nine World Series as a player," he said. 


"1 was always a bit lucky in a World Series. It seemed I could 
smell the muney and I played a little bit better.

TOM TIEDE

CU CHI, Vietnam—(NBA)— 
Short and stocky Larry Swack, 
a staff sergeant, can best be 
described as a weight watcher 
. . . if only because he has an 
abundance of weight to watch. 


His waist is 40 inches. 
His chest is 44. 
And with a straight face he 


admits to 220 fleshy pounds. 


But he wouldn't trade an 


inch. He loves every ounce. 
And well he might. Not long 
ago here the sergeant's built- 
in pudgy padding may have 
helped to save his life. 


It was late in the afternoon 


at the time and Swack, a 33- 
year-old 25th Infantry soldier 
from Detroit, had just re- 
turned to the division base 
camp from a trip to the front 
zones. 


On arrival he removed his 


flak jacket (combat armor) 
and set off on a routine er- 
rand up the road from his bat- 
talion headquarters. 


He walked. 
The road was perfectly se- 


cure. Five thousand GI tents 
bordered its flanks and in fact 
the sergeant was strolling in 
the middle of the largest divi- 
sion site in all of Vietnam. 


It was warm out and a bit 


dusty. Vehicles rolled past in 
both directions. Swack's large 
frame joggled toward a hang- 
ing sun. 


Suddenly something struck 


him hard in the chest. 


"Oh," he grunted. 
And he dropped to his 


knees. 


It hit the sergeant without 


warning. There was no pre- 
paratory noise and no one was 
near him. It felt sharp and 
stinging and the soldier's first 
thought was that somebody 
had hit him with a rock. 


Then Swack looked dovyn. 


His hands were covered with 
blood and his fingers were 
sticking together. His tee shirt 
and fatigue j a c k e t were 
splotched with an ever-enlarg- 
ing red circle below his throat. 


"Oh!" he said again. 
There in his chest, three 


inches below and to the left of 
his collarbone, was a bullet, a 


quarter of which protruded 
from his skin. 


Almost immediately several 


men ran up to the kneeling 
sergeant. They seemed more 
excited than he. They pulled 
his hand away and stared blue- 
eyed at the mechanics of the 
wound. 


"You O.K.?" 
"I'm all right." 
"It's not all the way in." 
"Get a medic!" 
"You 
sure you're O.K.?" 


Incredibly, the sergeant was 


O.K. 
The bullet, recognizable 


as a 2^-inch-long .50 caliber 
machine gun shell, a sniper's 
special, had struck him at a 
falling angle, which indicated 
it was nearly spent. 


On impact the cartridge had 


hit Swack's dogtags and bored 
a neat hole in them before 
further penetrating the vic- 
tim's flesh. 


The shell lodged at a 45- 


degrce angle and was set two 
inches inward and downward. 
No bones were hit, no serious 
bodily functions impaired or 
damaged. Bleeding, however, 
was heavy. 


At first there was no pain 


but after the initial shock, the 
sergeant began to feel the 
shell's intense heat. It was a 
tracer round and was hot as a 
cooking rivet. 


A medic who had been sum- 


moned tried to remove the 
shell with his fingers and was 
burned in the attempt. Then, 
as the brass cooled, the aid- 
man gently withdrew the ob- 
ject from its hole. 


Swack said nothing. 
The onlookers gaped. 
It was over in moments. 
The sergeant stood through 


the entire operation and, when 
relieved of the foreign matter, 
he declined any other aid than 
a shoulder to lean on and 
walked to the hospital under 
his own power. 


That 
evening, somebody 


theorized that it was fortunate 
the 
sergeant 
was not 50 


pounds lighter. With less cush- 
ion, the guess was, the sniper 
round might have penetrated 
all the way to his lungs. 


Swack nodded and swal- 


lowed. 


He felt the soft flab on his 


44-inch chest. 


And he made a mental note 


to have a hell of a big break- 
fast.
